PROMPTLY OVERRULED 


Jury Inclined to Be Merciful, But 
Judge Will Disregard Recom- 
mendation and Send Six of 
the Night Riders to the 
Gallows.

Union City, Tenn., January 7.—With 
a verdict of guilty In varying degree, 
the jury in the night rider trials re- 
ported at 8:46 p. m. tonight. 

Verdict of the Jury. 

The twelve men foung Garrett John- 
son, Tid Burton, Boy Ranson, Fred 
Pinion, Arthur Cloar and fam Apple- 
white guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree with mitigating circumstances, 
and Bud Morris and Bob Huffman, the 
other defendanis, guilty of murder ifn 
the second degree, and fixed their pun- 
ishment at twenty years in the penl- 
tentiary. 

The punishment of the six first- 
named defendants was left to the 
court and may be death or life impris- 
onment. The defense filed a motion 
for a new tfial, which was set for 
hearing Saturday and which will be 
overruled, ag indicated by the court, 
when sentence will be pronounced. 

Death for Six Riders. 

The court will sentence the six first- 
nameg defendants to death.

State Visibly Disappointed. 

The state expected a verdict of first 
degree murder in all eight cases, and 
was visibly disappointed. Bob Huffmen, 
one of the men to escape with twenty 
years, is the man, who, according to 
the confession of Frank Fehringer, fired 
the shot which killed Captain Rankin 


When the jury’s readiness to report 
was announced, the military quietly sur- 
rounded the court house, and a detail 
of soldiers, with revolver holsters open, 
was deployed around the walls of the 
court room, but aside from a whiepered 
bugz of conversation, there was no dem- 
onetration. The prisoners were quickly 
handcuffed, and, under military escort, 
taken to prison. The verdict is consid- 
ered a compromise one, and no trouble 
is feared by the authorities. 

Sketch of the Night Rider Case. 

Thus is ended, in the lower court, 
one of the most vigorously contested 
and notable criminal trials’ ever heard 
in this state, the outcome of a series 
of lawlessness, the culminating act of 
which being that of which the men 
were found guilty, calling forth the 
mustering of the militia of the state, 
under the personal direction of Gov- 
ernor M. R. Patterson, to aid the civil 
authorities in the ferreting out and the 
taking into custody of those who 
were charged with the commission of} 
the crime, the so-called “night rider 
clan” of Reelfoot lake.

A total of 282,970 loads of 
garbage, night soil and street sweepings 
were removed during the year, an increase 
of 16,348 loads over the year 1907. 

But even the increased service shown by 
the above figures was inadequate to the 
needs of the city, and while the department 
has made an excellent showing with the 
force at hand, I realizé that the city shouk 
have better service and it is in view of this 
urgent need that I respectfully request that 
the board as a whole appear before the 
finance committee and urge that the sani- 
tary department be given forty more carts 


for 1908. The city is growing very fast and /f 


with the new ninth ward added will cover 
an immense territory.

I am loath to establish such a nuisance in 
any community in the city, but we cannot 
with our present force haul all the garbage 
to the dumping grounds or burn it in the 
crematory, which is taxed to accommodate 
half the garbage of the city. We shoulda 
have two more crematories conveniently 
situated and each about half the capacity of 
the present one. . 

_In a Very Sericuas Matter.

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TAFT RIDICULED 
BY SHEPPARD 


For Saying There Was No Free 
Suffrage in South, 


Washington, January 7.—Digressing 
from a tariff speech, in the house of 
representatives today, Mr. Sheppard, 
of Texas, charged that President-elect 
Taft did the south a serious injustice 
when he said a fair opportunity wag not 
presented in that section for the free 
exercise of suffrage. 

Mr. Sheppard emphatically denied that 
such was the case, and said Mr. Taft 
had made himseF ridiculous. 

The Texas member had reached the 
point in his remarks where he spoke 
of the southern political] situation, when 
he was iriterrupted with a query by 
Mr. Bates, of Pennsylvania, who asked 
if it was not Mr. Taft’s purpose’ to 
procure a free opportunity for the con- 
sideration of public questions in the 
south? The question brought forth the 
declaration referred to. 

Why Democratic. 


Mr. Sheppard added that he believed 
the people of the south were democrat- 
ic because they applied-the principles 
of democracy that were best for the 
entire country, regardless of section, 

“If,’’ he gaid, ‘‘they thought that re- 
publican principles were best, they 
would adopt them.’” The south he gaia, 
evidently was not influenced in its de- 
mocracy by sectionalism or race is- 
sues, because the south was democrat- 
ic ‘before the war was dreamed of, or 
the race issue was a remote possibil- 
ity. ; 

“On the contrary,” he declared, ‘‘theré 
were states in the north that were sol- 
idly democratic before the war, that 
Nave been solidly republican since, and 
the charge of sectionalism could be 
brought against them with much more 
fairness than against the south,’’ 

“Did not congressional districts go 
republican last time for the first time, 
and was that not evidence of the fact 
that the solid south was broken?’”’ Mr. 
Bates inquired. 


More Democratic Than Ever. 


Mr. Sheppard promptly rejected the 
idea, and said that instead of the 
south leaning toward republicanism, it 
was more democratic today than it was 
fifty or sixty years ago, as there were 
several whig states in the south before 
the war. The whigs, he declared, were 
but the predecessors of the republicans, 
but there had been no republican south- 
ern states since the whig party went 
out of existence.

BOTH SISTERS 
GIVEN FREEDOM 


Media, Pa., sanuary 7.—Mrs. Florence 
Erb, wife of Captain J. Clayton Epb, 
who was wel! known in political circles 
all over Pennsylvania, and her sister, 
Mrs, Catherine Beisel, who were 
charged with the sensationa] murder of 
Captain Hrb, on the night of October 
6, 1906, today walked from th® Dela- 
ware county court house free women. 
After the jury had been out nearly eigh- 
teen hourg it brought 
not guilty in the case of each woman, 
both of whom had been charged sepa- 
rately and jointly with the shooting of 
the captain. 

Almost up to the moment when the 
jury announced that it had agreed, the 
prospects for a unanimous decision of 
the twelve men was not bright. During 
the morning the jury filed into court 
and asked for further instructions on 
the question of self-defense, and while 
the spectators were still standing in the 
court room discussing the instructions 
given the jury, word came from the 
jury room that the men had ugreed, 

The defendants were sent for at once, 
but there was a few minutes delay be- 
fore they arrived. During this heart- 
breaking interval the defendants’ at- 
torneys were so nervous that they could 
not remain still. 

When the foreman announced the ver- 
dict of acquittal there was a second’s 
pause; a dead silence, and then, with 
half a scream, the sisters fell in each 
other’s arms. Women wept as they 
lookde at the pathetic scene. In an in- 
stant the women were surrounded by 
their friends and attorneys, and over- 
whelmed with congratulations.

COMMISSION GOVERNMENT 


SUBJECT OF MR. OUSLEY 


Mr. Ousley proved both an interesting 
end charming epeaker, handling the 
facts in regard to commission govern- 
ment with that rare discernment which 
@arks him as a practical man of affairs 
@s well as an orator. He outlined the ori- 
gin, creation and growth of the “govern- 
ment by commission” idea, which has 
done so much for the various cities in 


Texas. 

Beginning, Mr. Ousiey said: 

“City government by commission, OT 
the ‘Galveston plan,’ ag it has come to 
be known, because it had its origin in 
Galveston, was born of the necessity 
that always invents a remedy in any 
crisis of American life or government. 

After tracing the reasons leading up to 
the creation of the commission, he con- 


tinued: 
Resources Were Impaired. 


“Meanwhile it dawned upon the minds 
of these leaders and of citizens gener- 
ally that the storm which had broken 
or destroyed the private fortune had also 
ingvaired municipal resources. There 
was a law and a process for the relief 
and the restoration of the private bank- 
Trupt, but none for the municipal bank- 
rupt. Out of this situation was evolved 
the idea of some sort of municipal re- 
ceivership. Contributing to this thougitt 
was the fact that at the same time the 
leaders of Galveston were prepari a 
plan of permanent protection to which 
the state was to be invited to contribute 
and it was apprehended that the prudent 
legislator would hesitate to entrust the 
expenditure of the staf®s money to the 
wasteful methods of aldermanic govern- 
ment. Thus philosophy and necessiry 
combined to develop a plan of municipal 
government consisting of a small body 
of capable men, vested with large pow- 
ers and plainly responsible in the most 
direct and personal way for the dis- 
charge of their obligation to the com- 
munity. — 

“The idea of an appointive governing 
body is naturally repugnant to the av- 
erage American citizen, but in the 
Galveston emergency that feature was 
adopted as a sure escape from the pos- 
sibilities of unwise popular selection. 
The citizens of Galveston had not then 
quite realized what has since been dem. 
ongtrated to théeir entire satisfaction,

An Emergency Government. 


“While the Galveston commission was 
originally designed a8 an emergency 
government, it soon proved to be so 
satisfactory in operation that after 
two years the same plan, with some 
amendments, was adopted at Houston, 
and later at both Fort Worth and Dal- 
las, and only last week the city of Aus- 
tin by popular vote instructed its mem- 
bers in the legfSlature to apply for a 
commission charter. .- 

“The philosophy of commission gov- 
ernment ig just this, that fiVe men are 
chosen by the whole electorate and are 
wholly charged with the municipal re. 
sponsibilities; by the provisions of the 
charter their labors are divided into 
four departments, to-wit: Revenue 
and taxation or finance; fire and po- 
lice; streets and alleys; waterworks 
amd sewerageoewith the mayor of the ex. 
ecutive the official and responsibie 
head of the entire government. While 
these five men act as the governing 
body, each man in hig department !s 


invested with large powers pertaining 
to that department, and any derelic- 
tion or shortcoming is immediately and 
directly attributed to him. In the 
adoption of ordinances, regulations and 
rules of general conduct, the commis- 
sioners act as a whole, but in the de- 
tails of administration by departments 
each commissioner exercises a free 
hand. 

“Of course this division into depart- 
ments is purely arbitrary and it might 
be extended by Irger division or con- 
tracted by smaller division according 
to ]ocal requirement, so that in a larger 
city the membership might readily be 
increaseg to seven or nine, in order that 
each department and detail of munici- 
Ppality might have the persona) super- 
vision of a responsible officer whom 
the people may hold accountable. 

Election of Officials. 


“For the most rt these commission- 
ers are the only elective officers, though 
in some of the cities two or three 
other city offictals have been made 
elective by way of compromise with 
the previously prevailing demand for 
the election of all public seryants by 
popular vote. It is undoubtedly best 
to allow the commissioners to se- 
lect all their subordinates, for this 
a the plan of direct responsi- 

y. 
‘The chief difficulty in inaugurating 


commission government is t precon.-

public improvements, and these larger 
affairs may certainly be as safely en-

wards, or What is better, 
these large affairs © Olving grants of 
privilege for public utilities or contracts 
of debts for public improvements should 
be reviewed by the people or by the 
taxpayers, as the case may be, and as 
is provided in moat of our commission 
charters in Texas.”’

He said that Georgia had exerted a 
Sreat influence in making the history 
of Texas. ‘‘Macon,”’ he said, “gave the 
first money contributed outside of Texas 
for the Texans’ fight against Mexico.” He 
then paid a tribute to Celonel Fannin 
2nd Colonel Ward, who, with their 
Georgia vclunteers, gave freely of their 
lives for Texas liberty. He traced the 
splendid educational facilities of Texas 
to a native Georgian, Mirabeau B. La- 
mar, first vice president and second 
president of the Republic of Texas, who 
sent a message to the congress of that 
republic recommending a certain portion 
of the public domain be set aside for 
educational purposes. He attributed the 
system of criminal jurisprudence in 
Texas to James Whlie, of Wilkes count- 
ty, Georgia, whose brother, Asa Wilie, 
was afterwards chief justice in Texas.

“When the new system was adopted in 
Houston the officers selected were no 
better than the average under the o°%a 
system. The new mayor had held, office 
practically all his Hfe, and had been an 
unsuccessful mayor under the old form 
of government; two of the commissioners 
had been aldermen, a third had been a 
justice of the peace ané police judge. One 
had not theretofore held office. None 
of them had been conspicuously success- 
ful. All were men of integrity. 

‘It is sufficient to say that these five 
men, elected by the people, having the 
power to appoint and remove aj] other 
officers of the city, felt the responsi- 
bility of their positions and have met 
that responsibility so satisfactorily tpat 
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‘It’ was urged that bad men might 
ibe elected and would misuse their power. 
This is possible, but less probable than 
under the general system of divided and 
uncertain responsibility. The five men 
know that what is wrong they must an- 
swer for to the people.

Judge Kavanaugh Became Of- 
fended at Remarks of 
Attorney Killilea. 


Cincinnati, January 7.—(Special.)—~There

To Maintain Buildimg fer a Year 
Will Cost About $6,250—Com- 
mittee Will Ask for Exctu- 
sive Control of the 
Bailding. 


A meeting was held yesterday after- 
neon by the council committee on audl- 
torifum and conventions for the purpose 
of outlining some rules for the tmain- 
tenance of the building and to make 
estimates on what money would be need- 
ed during the ensuing year. There were 
present Chairman Pomeroy, Mayor Maa- 
dox, Alderman ‘Roberts and Councilmen 
‘Dodd and Amorous. 

Mayor Maddox stated to the committee 
that he had just come from a visit to 
the auditorium. 

“And the room for smaller conven- 
tions,”’ stated the mayor, “is just simpiy 
a dream, It is the finest convention 
hall I have ever seen. The whole bui:d- 
ing is a credit to Atlanta and it will be 
worth many thousands of dollars to th3 
citizens.”’ 

The committee decided that it wouid 
cost about $6,200 to maintain the build. 
This includes the cost 
of care-taking, lights, heat and insur- 
ance. It was estimated that it would 
cost about $2,500 for janitors, $1,750 for 
insurance, $2,000 for lights. No esti- 
mate could be made an the cost of heat. 

It was decided to ask council for $1,250 
with which to pay half the cost of steel 
the county 
having agreed to pay the other half.

This will make the total cost of the 
building, including the annual payment 
on the bonds, about $15,000 for the year.

The ten institutions embraced in the 
“Mercer system,’ which are those Bap- 
tist institutions of Georgia @irectly un- 
der the control of the education board 
of the Georgia Baptist convention, are 
Mercer university of Macon, Shorter col- 
lege of Rome, Bessie Tift conuege of 


Forsyth, and the following seven second- 
ary schools: Norman Park institute of 
Norman Park, Union Baptist institute 
of Helena, Ioacust Greve academy of 
Locust Grove, Hearn academy of Cave 
Spring, Mercer-Gibson academy.of Bow- 
man, Oak Lawn academy of Milltown, 
and Perry-Rainey institute of Auburn. 
Present at the meeting of the board 
were W. J. Northen, A. D. Freeman, 
W. W. Landrum, 8. Y. Jameson, M. 
Duggan, W. H. Davis, P. A. Jessup; M. 
L. Brittain and Auditor H. R. Bernard, 
Report of Committee. 


The selection of Dr. Jameson was uPOn 
the unanimous adoption of the report of 
the executive committee, submitted 
through Chairman W. W. Landrum, Tha 
report is as follows: 

After some days of meditation, wide in- 
quiry and earnest prayer fdr guidance, your 
committee is prepared to put forward a 
name, which, in its judgment, stands for 
such character, qualifications and efficiency 
in leadership as Georgia Baptists have for 
years been willing to trust and follow. 

We present a man who will bring things to 
pass. The educational institutions under the 
control of the Georgia Baptist convention 
are related under one general cooperative 
organization known as the ‘Mercer Sys- 
tem.’’ Naturally from the first, the presi- 
dent of Mercer, in the person of the la- 
mented Dr. Pollock, was the leading spirit 
and executive force of the old educational 
commission of which the education board is 
heir, and prepared the way for much that 
the board has accomplished since his death. 
Dr. Pollock’s successor is the one to 
tinue what he began. 

We need an educational organizer, an edu- 
cational statesman with a bro2d comprehen- 
sive outlook and an acquaintance with mod- 
ern educational methods and men and who 
can mould and shape into symmetry and 
harmony the several] parts of the Mercer sys- 
tem. Inasmuch as the secretary must ad- 
dress himself chiefly during the coming 
year to the aiding of secondary schools, he 
should be approved by the trustees and facul- 
ties having them in charge. This is true of 
President Jameson. 

For the foregoing reasons and others we 
might mention, we fKeartily nominate Presi- 
dent S. Y. Jameson, of Mercer university, 
as temporary secretary and treasurer of the 
education board of the Georgia Baptist con- 
vention without salary for the remainder of 
the conventional year. 

In doing so we would have it understood 
that in our judgment the duties of the 
office of president of Mercer may be s0 
satisfactorily discharged as heretofore, pro- 
vided this board in demanding extra work 
shall arrange for proper assistance and in- 
cidental expenses and relieve Mercer of pay- 
ing his traveling expenses. We believe that 
the new office to which Dr. Jameson is call- 
ed can and ought to be prosecuted in such a 
Way as greatly to benefit both Mercer uni- 
versity and the secondary schools and indeed 
om whole Mercer system of Baptist educa- 
tion.

The righteous condemnation of the whole God-fearing world rests upon 
the far-famed gambling resort of Monte Carlo. : : 

But what a drop in the bucket is its casino’s gross annual winnings of 
$7,500,000, compared with the yearly gambling transactions on the New York 
cotton exchange and its kindred institutions! 

The Hughes committee has before it not merely a state, but a national 
duty—even more, a great duty to humanity. 

It should aim at the destruction of the net which entraps its thousands 


aa of victims and takes sustenance from the producer. 


That its investigations and recommendations will be thorough and sin- 
cere cannot be doubted. The only fear is that possibly its point of view 
may produce a conservatism that will fail to get at the big root of the evil 
and pull it out. 

Strong argument is advanced in behalf of that class of future transactions 
known as “hedging.’’

MILLS HURT BY CANCELLATION. 


So serious was the injury inflicted upgn the cotton mills of the country 
during the financial depression of last year by the frequent deliberate and 


facturers’ Association has taken steps to prevent such action in future by 
the preparation of a “uniform sales note,’ which will stand the test of the 
law in every state in the union. 

Buyers right and left, the mill men say, cancelled. their orders on a 
deelining market, upon the most trivial of pretexts; because in one case a 
Shipment ordered six months in advance was made one day late, and in 
panother because of one piece of defective goods in lots of a thousand or more, 
whereas the true reason was the contract price was greater than that of the 
prevailing market and they didn’t want to stand a loss which they would 
have forced upon the mills if the situation had been reversed. 
~~ President R. M. Miller, Jr., of the Cotton Manufacturers’ Association 
of North Carolina, discusses the matter in vigorous terms in a recent com- 
munication to The New York Journa] of Commerce. 

The situation, in brief, showing how the mill men were caught in both 
directions, will be made apparent from these paragraphs from Mr. Miller’s 
letter: 


Believing we held an honest contract with the buyer, we sustained as an 
industry enormous losses en the advancing market of ewo years ago by stand- 
ing to and making good our contracts, when in many instances on the day of 
shipment we could have sold the same goods at advances from 25 per cent 
to 33 1-3 ver cent over the contract price. 

A ar later conditions were reversed and we had a declining market, when 
we sustained equally, if not greater, losses by contracts being cancelled and 
deliveries being repudiated by the buyer. 

By this method of trading it is evident that the seller stands absolutely no 
chance to win and the buyer absolutely no chance to lose. Such a condition is 
contrary to all law, fair dealing and common honesty. ' 

If business honor and integrity are at a discount in our trade, then the law 
should be invoked for our protection and the punishment meted out should be 
60 severe that no guilty one should escape. 


Mr. Miller does not lay these charges at the door of all buyers, but points 
out that such dishonest methods operate disastrously, not only to the inter- 
ests of the mill men, but as well to the honest buyers who are forced to com- 
pete in the market with others who are able to undersell them by reason of 
the repudiation of their contracts. 

It will not be difficult for the layman to understand the injustice of these 
methods of dealing, compelling absolute performance of contract on the part. 
of the mills, while the buyer may keep or repudiate his agreement, according 
to whether the market has advanced or declined. 

Fairness and justice demand the same rules for both and it is the duty 
of state legislatures in shaping’the laws of trade to protect and safeguard each 
interest. a 

The cotton mill men are eminently justified in taking steps for their fu- 
ture protection upon contracts.

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REPAVING OF MARIETTA STREET IS IMPERATIVE. 


It remains with the property owners of the north side to decide whether 
the dangerous traffic congestion now virtually concentrated on Peachtree 
street, so far as that side of the city is concerned, shall be relieved by repav- 


ing streets available to that end. 

Marietta street is moving in the matter and it is prepared to present an 
irresistible claim. A meeting of the property owners wil} be held on Sat- 
urday looking to the immediate repaving of that thoroughfare. 

Councilman Winn, of the fifth ward, is the author of a resolution imtro- 
duced at the first session of the new council and now before the committee 
on finance, authorizing the appropriation of the city’s share of the money 
required to repave the street, as a beginning, to Foundry street. 

Mr. Winn’s plan contemplates, of course, the ultimate repaving of the 
entire street. Work is, however, more urgently needed on that portion from 
the center of the city to Foundry street. This strip is daily subjected to a 
heavy and unremitting strain, the traffic is heavy and is threatened with 
congestion by the wearing away of belgian blocks and the general impassa- 
bility of the thoroughfare. 

Marietta serves as a main artery, which receives traffic from and dis- 
tributes it to the densely populated northern and western portions of the city, 
and no street in the city is as much in need of repaving. 

The south side already has five excellent traffic intakes and outlets— 
Peters. Whitehall, South Pryor, Washington streets and Capito] avenue. 
The north side, with traffic demands even heavier, has but the single ade- 
quately paved artery of Peachtree.

diphtheria which it has manufactured | 


and now has on hand. 


The boarg has a plentiful supply of; 
this valuable remedy on hand, but, ow-| 


ing to unfortunate conditions, is un- 
able to test it, and until it can be test- 
ed and its qualities are known, it is 
practically useless. These conditions 
grow out of the fact that the board 
has no place in which to ke the ani- 
mals upon which the test#, must be 
made; hence it cannot be told winether 
animals used in the test die from the 
effects of the anti-toxin, from the cold 
weather or from other causes. 

Dr. H. F. Harris, secretary, has, how- 
ever, sent some of the anti-toxin on to 
New York to be testeqg and expects -to 
hear from the result within a few days. 

The remedy is a very valuable one, 
costing something like $7 or $8 a dose 
if purchased from the drug _ stores, 
which makes the treatment of a case 
of diphtheria cost from $30 to $50 for 
medicine alone. The anti-toxin manu- 
factured by the state board will be dis- 
tributed free of cost for the treatment 
of this disease as soon as it has been 
determined that it is effective.

Why Mortality Rate Is Mixh. 


In view of these facts, it igs not sur- 
prising that the rate of mortality in 
Atlanta compares 80 unfavorably with 
cities of like size elsewhere in the 
Inited States. This’ committee s\owed 
in their report that notwithstandi1.g the 
|very favorable natural drainage ot At- 
lanta, its death rate was higher than 
all but !2 of 388 cities as given in the 
TInited States census of 1905. While it 
is true that though our official reports 
for the year just closed show a slight - 
lx lower death rate, it still remains true 
that Atianta’s mortality is far too great 
_—far greater than it would be with ade- 
quate water mains and a sufficient and 
‘improved sewerage system. Have we a 
right to sacrifice the lives of our peo- 
ple in order to maintain a system ot 
municipal finances, erroneously con- 
ceived to be economical? Can we Save 
‘money by destroying life? And if we 
lcould, should a civilized community con- 
‘sider for a moment such a policy? 

The protection from, fire which our de- 
ficient water supply affords is as dis- 
creditably inadequate as the sanitary 
conditions are disgraceful. There are 
@2 miles of residence streets without 
water, not reckoning the new ninth 
ward. and the mains On some of the 
principal business streets are altogeth- 
er too small. With such conditions ex- 
isting, the community stands in jeopar- 
dy every hour. During the past year. 
a fire near the Terminal station de- 
stroved property. worth a million dollars, 
which might have been saved had the 
district been fully supplied with water 
mains of adequate size and pressure 
sufficient to:have raised the water at 
least above the second storv floor. The 
best efforts of our brave firemen were 
utterly futile when thus hendicanped. 
To allow such conditions to continue, 
when they might be remedied, is noth- 
ing less than criminal negijmence on the 
part of so influential a body as you 
whom it is my privilege to address. To 
invite people to make their homes among 
us while we allow such things to go 
uncorrected, is to obtain an increased 
population under false pretenses.

BANK OFFICERS 


WON'T BE TRIED 


Demurrer to Indictments in 
Neal Bank Cases Sus- 
tained, 


The state court of appeals handed 
down a decision yesterday in which !t 
reversed the superior court of Fulton 
county in the cases of E. H. Thornton 
and W. F. Manry vs. The S8tate, presi- 
dent and vice president, reapectivel, 
of/the defunct Neal bank. 

The appellate court’s decision, which 
has the effect of sustaining’ the demurrer 
to the indictments filed by the defend- 
ants, ends the criminal prosecutions 
against them and estaislishes the fact 
that under the law in the case they are 
not guilty. | 

Meersrs. Thornton and Manry were in- 
dicted for violations of the state bank- 
ing laws, which prohibit the officers of 
“state banks of issue,’ as it appears 
from the decision, from loaning to them- 
selves more than 25 per cent of the 
amount of the bank’s: capital -stock, and 
under another section which prohibits 
the loaning ‘to themselves of more than 
10 per cent of the bank's capital] with- 
out the indorsement of the board of di- 
rectors. 
these laws is from one to twenty years, 
in the discretion of the eourt. 

The defendants demurred to the in- 
dictments on the ground that the Nea! 
bank was not a bank of issue, and that 
the law applied only to this class of 
banks. In failing to allege that the 
Neal bank ‘%*s a bank of isSUe, it was 
claimed theisdictments were faulty and 
invalid. 

The appellate court fully sustained 
this point in the demurrer, and inasmuch 
as this settled the case, ft did not deal 
with other points made. Thus. the in- 
dictments will have to be dismissed and 
the case ended. 

The decision was written by Judge 
R. W. Freeman; of the Coweta circuit,

this case being composed of Judges 
Freeman, A. W. Fite, of the Cherokee 
circuit, and B. H. Hill, of the court of 
appeals. Both Judges Powell and Rus- 
sell, of the appellate court, were dis- 
qualified.

PEACHTREE IS CONGESTED 


North Side Has Only One Through 
Thoroughfare Well-Paved, While 
South Side Has Sin What 
Mayor and City Engineer 
Say. 


Mayor Robert F. Maddox, when ask: 
ed yesterday in regard to the sugges- 
tion that Spring street be put in such 
a condition as to relieve the congestion 
on Peachtree street, called attention 
to the following part of his inaugural 
address that was delivered before 
council last Monday evening: 

“T also recommend that in the ebn- 
struction of our new pavements, the 
idea of continuing the thoroughfare be 
carried out, rather than the paving of 
a number of small disconnected: blocks. 
I wish to also call your attention to the 
rapidly increasing congestion of traffic 
on Peachtree _ street. This leading 
thoroughfare is the main artery of 
travel for both heavy and light vehi- 
cles to and from the wholetnorth end 
of the county, it being the only con- 
tinuous smooth pavement from the 
Candler building to the city limits. On 
the south side of the city we have 
smooth pavements on Washington, 
Pryor, Whitehall and Forsyth streets, 
all leading and dividing the traffic to 
the center of the city. I therefore réc- 
ommend that as soon as practicable a 
suitable pavement be laid parallel to 
Peachtree street, in order that this 
rapidly increasing congestion of traffic 
may be relieved.” 

Congestion of North Side. 

The mayor stated that in naming the 
paved streets on the south side he 
omitted two of them, Peters and Capi- 
tol avenue, making’ six streets that dl- 
vide the traffic going south, while the 
north side has only ont, Peachtree 
street. 

“In addition to my recommendation 
in my inaugural address,”—stated t’-e 
mayor, “I can add that}from the cer- 
ter of the city to the northern bound- 
ary of the county is twenty miles, 
while it is only about half that dis- 
tance from the center of thecity to the 
south boundary. I am clearly of the 
opinion that gomething should be done 
as soon as possible to relieve the con- 
gestion on Peachtree street. Exactly 
what street it will be best to use I 
cannot state positively now. As stated 
in The Constitution, Spring street 
could be converted into an ideal boule- 
vard. There may be other streets, such 
as Courtland, which would open up a 
driveway through the city from Pied- 
mont park to Grant park, going’ over 
the Washington’ street viaduct and 
connecting with Washington _ street, 
which is well paved. Spring street has 
many things to recommend it as a 
north ‘side driveway. That portion of 
my recommendations which refers to 
the congestion on Peachtree _ street 
will be referred to the proper commit- 
tee, and I feel sure that some action 
will be taken whereby something will 
be done along the line as suggested in 
The Constitution.” 


What It Would Cost, 


City Engineer Clayton stated that 
Spring street was paved with belgian 
block from Marietta to Hunnicutt, and 
from Hunnicut to Fourteenth street 
with chert. He thought it would cost 
in the neighborhood of $100,000 to re- 
pave the street where the belgian 
block is now laid, the city paying one- 
third of the amount, He thought that 
on account of some of the steep grades 
on the street that bitulithic pavement 
might be better than. either wood bloc« 
or asphalt. 

Since Mayor Maddox has taken up 
this matter in his inaugural] address 
to council, and a large number of citi- 
zens on the south, as well as on the 
north side of the city, are anxious to 
see the congestion on Peachtree street 
relieved, it is probable that this work 
will be one of the first things acted 
upon by the new administration. 

It may be that both Spring street 
and Courtland street will be repaved. 
It is believed that a large number of 
property-holders on both thorough- 
fares are anxious for this work to be 
done. 

With Spring street repaved with bi- 
tulithic pavement to connect from Ma- 
rietta street with the chert at Hunni- 
cutt street, the north side would have 
a fine driveway that would relieve the 
traffic on Peachtree street, 

With Courtland street repaved with 
either wood block, asphalt or bitulithie¢ 
there would be another driveway orf the 
north side that would give a boule- 
varqd whereby the Washington street 
viaduct could be used, and this would 
relieve the congestion on the Forsyth 
street, Broad street and Whitehall 
street viaducts. 

Even with both Spring street and 
Courtland street repaved the north 
side would still have only three good 
driveways to six on the south side,

hear from all citizens about the hold- 
ing of fairs at Piedmont park. When 
the matter is well threshed out the 
board can vote on Alderman Curtis’ 
motion to reconsider.

CHOPPY SESSION 

IN WHEAT PIT 
Market Covet Ea With Prices 
a Shade Of 


At Opening Foreign News Inspired 
Fair Degree of Bullishness But 
Later There Was Reaction on 
Estimates From 
Argentina.

Chicago, January 7.—After a choppy 
session, characterized by considerable 
dullness, the wheat market here today 
closed. easy, with prices a shade to 
8-8c below the closing quotations of the 


previous day. 

Corn and oats closed’ firm, and pro- 
Visions steady. 

Foreign news usurped the field occu- 
pied in the past two days by the cold 
wave in this country and inspired a fair 
degree of bullishness in the wheat pit. 
At the opening of the session the eyes 
of traders were turned to the situation 
in India and Argentinna. Advices from 
the former county stated that, owing 
to the drouth jn many sections, the 
wheat yield will be much less than pre- 
viously estimated, while reports from 
Liverpool claimed that many authorities 
were beginni to regard a reduction ip 
the exportablé surplus of wheat from 
Argentina as a certainty. These reports 
caused a firm tone in the market here 
early in the day. Later in the session 
the market reacted on an estimate cf 
the week’s shipments of wheat from Ar 
gentina, made by a well-known crop 
statistician. This mate placed. the 
movement for the week at 800, 
bushels, the largest total ever recorded 
for the first week of any year. During 
the day a few reports drifted into the 
pit regarding probably damage to the 
growing crop in this country by -the 
cold wave, but the news wae not ac- 
companied by any orders to buy wheat, 
and consequently had little effect. Trade 
was dull the greater part of the day, 
and prices fluctuated over a 3-4c range. 
The marekt closed easy, with May . at 
$1.074%4@1.07 6-8, and July at 98 I-4c 
Clearances of wheat and flour were 
equal to 498,000 bushels. Primary re- 
ceipts were 272,000 bushels.
